Over Merriam 


Democrats Also 
Lead in Races 
In Michigan

Jubilant Democrats held on to 
their Chicago stronghold and claim 
cd domination of the key state of 
Michigan today1 
as a result of 
spring elections 
The battle - tested 
Democratic 
“ machine” of Chicago rolled to a 
decisive victory Tuesday as it put 
party boss Richard J 
Daley in 
the mayor’s office with a 127,199 
majority. 
Daley rolled up a final 708.660 
to 581.461 margin over a young 
Republican crime crusader. Rob­ 
ert E. Merriam, in Tuesday’s elec­ 
tion 
The decision was hardly ever in 
doubt as Daley, a stocky, 52 year- 
old father of seven children, jump 
ed to a quick 100.000 vote lead and 
held on to it. 
In Michigan, Democrats led in 
five of eight races for state offices 
Recounts appeared likely in six of 
the contests, but party leaders hail­ 
ed the Monday vote as the end 
of a 22-year COP grip on state 
offices 
The victories boosted the pres­ 
tige of two of the nation’s top I>em- 
ocrats—-1952 presidential candidate 
Adlai E. Stevenson and Michigan’s 
youthful Gov G. Mennen Williams. 
Adlai Backed Daley 
Stevenson, 
who now 
practices 
law in Chicago, had gone out of 
his way to back Daley. 
Although 
his support was limited to two 
speeches, a Democrat defeat would 
have been a serious blow to Ste­ 
venson on his home grounds. 
The Michigan returns were a1 
most a personal victory for Wil­ 
liams and were largely attributed 
to his popularity in the state.

Both Stevenson and Williams are 
prominently mentioned as possible 
candidates for the Presidency in 
1956 Williams, however, told news­ 
men in Washington he is “ not a 
candidate" and Stevenson can have 
the nomination “ for the asking.” 
Chicago Victory Expected 
In Oklahoma, meanwhile, voters 
in another spring election were 
more than 3 to I in favor of abol­ 
ishing the state’s dual finance a l ­ 
tern for white and Negro school 
children 
The charge was in line 
w ith the U. S. Supreme Court’s rul­ 
ing against segregation in public 
schools. 
The Democrats’ Chicago victory 
ran true to form 
They have not 
lost a mayoralty election since 1927 
and have been beaten in races for 
the office only twice rn 67 years. 
Nevertheless, a fiery Republican 
anti-crime 
crusader 
Robert 
E. 
Merriam, 
gave 
the 
Democrats 
their closest race since 1943. 
Daley, an irish son of Chicago’s 
“ Back of the Yards” 
neighbor­ 
hood, brings a long and creditable 
record as state legislator, county 
controller, and state director of 
revenue under the Stevenson ad­ 
ministration to the mayor's office. 
His present position is Cook county 
clerk, but he will resign before he 
takes office April 15. 
He is a lifelong Democrat and 
has climbed steadily up the party 
ladder.

CHARLESTON, 111. (V - The Il­ 
linois 
Joint Council 
on 
Higher 
Education today sought a “ recon­ 
sideration” of the 1955-57 
budget 
requests of Southern Illinois Uni­ 
versity at Carbondale. 
The group, a semi-official organ­ 
ization of the state’s colleges and 
universities, Tuesday adopted 
a 
resolution 
calling for a reconsid­ 
eration of the SIU budget request. 
The resolution, placed before the 
council 
by 
University of Illinois 
President Lloyd Morey, 
said 
the 
public-supported colleges in Illinois 
face a steadily increasing load of 
students and will require substan­ 
tial 
increases 
in appropriations 
and capital improvements. 
The SIU budget requests have 
been so sharply reduced 
as 
to 
“ seriously handicap that institu­ 
tion” in meeting the educational 
demands 
it faces, 
the resolution 
said. 
Biennial 
budgets 
for 
all 
the 
state-supported colleges and uni­ 
versities are now under considera­ 
tion by the Legislature. 
The Carbondale school had re­ 
quested a basic operating budget 
of $16,450,000, plus a supplemen­ 
tal $50,000, and a capital improve­ 
ments budget of $35,904,000 for the 
next two years. 
Gov. William G. Stratton’s budg­ 
et recommendations to the Legisla­ 
ture included $10,314,625 for SIU 
operations and $6,275,000 for capi­ 
tal improvements in 1955-57.

mansion 
repairs and equip­ 
ment. 
Chezem said the $84,000 project 
is 
designed 
only 
to “ make the 
mansion 
safe 
to 
live 
in.” The 
structure, lot) years old this year, 
would “practically have to be re­ 
built” to make a complete 
reha­ 


bilitation, the architect said. 
First Floor Is Weak 
“ The entire interior would have 
to be razed and rebuilt inside the 
masonry shell, just as they did the 
White 
House 
in 
Washington,” 
Chezam said. 
“ A new mansion 
could 
be built for the money 
it 
would cost to do that.” 
Chezem said the biggest trouble 
the state now 
seeks to correct is 
the building’s first floor, which in­ 
cludes 
the governor’* 
reception 
rooms and the state dining room 
"Get a crowd of people on that 
floor and it s liable to cave in,” 
Chezem said. 
Timbers which support the floor 
will be reinforced and strengthen­ 
ed, and new supports added on the 
ground level. Cracks and faults in 


the bas'cmcnl ceiling show all loo 
clearly what lite trouble is, Chez- 
em said. 
There are still other dangers for 
the governor and his family w'hich

Most dangerous is the old “knob- 
and-tubc” 
wiring 
built into 
the 
mansion 
many 
years ago.

many other old houses, the clee- j 
trical wiring in the building isn’t 1 
safe. 
Wiring Is Inadequate 
“ Last year when they steamed 
the wallpaper off the walls of an 
upstairs room, 
the wall surfaces 
would 
shock 
you . . . indicating 
some 
awfully 
bad 
wire some­ 
where.” Chezem said. 
The building’s 
wiring is inade- j 
quate to meet present-day needs. 
At Christmas, 
part of the 
build-1 
ing’s 
light system 
had to be cut 
off to provide electricity for Christ-1 
mas tree decorations. 
The 
same 
thing goes for 
the 
plumbing 
— 
steam 
and 
water 
pipes, 
and the 
drainage system.
